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The hiring of a firm of Vancouver 
Management engineers to make an ad- 
ministrative survey of three civic depart- 
ments will be a waste of time and money 
unless that survey extends over the entire 
administrative system of the city. 

More than two years ago, the city 
council adopted a resolution which favored 
in principle a complete civic survey cover- 
ing every department. 

That resolution has never been imple- 
mented although The Edmonton Bulletin 
and others have frequently called for 
action on its general intent. 

And now, it seems, the administration 
intends to fulfil the obligation imposed by 
council in 1948 py a sort of piecemeal in- 
vestigation which ives not meet the intent 
of the resolution at all. 

The most learned panel of physicians 
and surgeons in the world could not make 
a satisfactory diagnosis of a sick man’s 
ailments by examination only of his arm 
or his leg or his neck. 

In medicine, a health check-up in- 
volves every organ and function of the 
body. 

A civic organism, in this respect, dif-

fers in no particular from a physical 
organism. 

If there are administrative defects in 
the corporation of the city of Edmonton, 
the finest experts on the continent will 
not find the basic causes by digging into 
the affairs of the electric light, water- 
works and billing departments. 

We are not prepared to say just where 
the trouble lies or if there is trouble at 
all. 

But a sensible man has his body check- 
ed every so often and even a car owner 
submits his machine to periodic overhauls. 

It should be remembered that it would 
not have required a disastrous fire to re- 
veal the weakness of the fire department if 
that complete civic survey had been made, 
as The Bulletin urged, early in 1948. 

And no one, even yet, has traced down 
the ultimate responsibility for letting the 
fire department degenerate into such 
appalling shape. 

A piecemeal! survey is of no use what- 
ever. 

What Edmonton urgently requires is a 
complete civic survey that will examime 
the civic system from top to bottom and 
recommend whatever changes that are 
necessary. 


Higher Fares Not Justified 


The application of Edmonton's taxicab 
operators for higher fares does not add up. 
Many months ago, immediately follow- 
ing passage of the new taxi control bylaw, 
the taxi operators presented council with 
a demant| fur an increase in the basic fare. 
After a hearing before the finance com- 
mittee, operators were asked to present 
financia] statements for a small, medium 
and large operator, to back uj their con- 
tentiun that the boost was warranted. 

There was, it will be recalled, a great 
hue and cry about the hordes of brand 
new taxi fleets that would invade city 
streets as a result of lifting numerical 
restrictions on the total number of licences. 

But all of the new licences issued 
since the bylaw became operative have 
been issued to firms already in the business. 
The threatened invasion did not come off. 

At the same time, an interesting situa- 
tion has come to light! 

Taxi profits during 1949 were even 
higher than dur the previous year. But 
during the first five months of 1950—with 
23 new cabs added to existing flects— 
operators claim the bottom has dropped 
out of business. One claims he had to bor- 
row $5,000 to pay operating costs. Others 
cleim that profits of thousands have skid-

ded to deficits of hundreds and even 
thousands of dollars. 

But when they were asked whether 
the cost of the 23 new cars have been 
counted into the alleged deficits, there was 
nu answer. 

There were frank, open charges from 
the operators’ association secretary that 
some companies are now cutting rates, in 
the face of which operators still vigorously 
pressed their demand for a rate boost. 

City commissioners have waited patient- 
ly for months for operators to produce the 
requested financial statements, which it 
was agreed would be kept in confidence 
as to operators’ identity. 

To this day commissioners have re- 
ceived no statement covering operation of 
any of the larger companies. 

If the taxi business is as bad as alleged, 
it seems logical that operators should be 
able to produce substantive evidence. 

What's the holdup? 

Or must the public conclude that there 
isn’t much fire behind the voluniinous 
smoke display that has the taxi business 
practically on the rocks? 

And besides, many people are asking 
themselves what sort of enterprise expects 
a plummeting business to regain its 
health through a boost in cost to the 
public? 


How Not to Promote Irish Peace

Plaguing India 


While Camp Residents Beg

Despite rosy relief and 
rehabilitation plans drafted in 1947, 
the government over three years 
has spent only 77 rupees per head 
(about $15) for refugee aid 
Albout 42,000 refugees have been 


trained for new jobs, in govern- 
ment centres, staffed in part by 
Japanese technicians, and many 


of the graduates will receive gov- 
ernment loans to set up businesses. 
Government agencies have found 
jobs for about 300,000 others 

Byt these lucky ones constitute 
less than five per cent of the total 
refugee population 


CO-OPS SUCCESS 


Co-operative colonies have been 
suggested as a sure means of bet- 
tering the plight of the Indian 
masses, One such village has been 
built by 7,000 refugees at Nilokheri, 
85 miles north of Delhi, and it is 
spectacular success. 

The people of Nilokheri 
their own neat homes, 
schools, their streets, sewers, mar- 
kets and shops with their own 
hands. Each has an owner's share 
in the village, which has become 
almost self sufficient 

Nilokheri produces its own grain 
and vegetables and dairy products 
What little food must be imported 
is paid for with manutactures from 
scores of busy shops and factories
